THE TWELFTH EXTRAORDINARY SESSION 


/Will Convene Today—The Outlook for the 
Bession—Complexion of the Senate 
and the House—The News. 


Washington, August 6.—(Special.)}—The 
president's message may be sent to con- 
gress tomorrow. It will be unless there is 
some delay in organizing the house. 

The message is ready, and just as soon 
as a joint committee of the two houses 
notifies the president that congress has 
been organized and is ready to receive com- 
munications from him, the message will 
be presented. Unless there be a delay in 
organizing the house, the message will be 
sent in tomorrow afternoon, and delay is 
possible—might be said to be probable—for 
two Michigan mefi from the same district 
have certificates for the same seat, and 
both will contest to be sworn in when the 
clerk calls the house to order. Then it 
takes a long roll call to elect the officers 
nominated last night. | 

Should all these things delay organiza- 
tion, the message will not be received un- 
til Tuesday,«shortly after noon. But an 
effort will be made by the speaker to con- 
clude organization in time to receive the 
message tomorrow. 

Mr. Cleveland read the message to his 
eabinet yesterday afternoon. It is brief 
but strong. It will hardly make more than 
a column of ordinary type in a newspaper. 
It advocates the immediate repeal of the 
silver purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law and suggests that other financial legis- 
lation in substitution can follow. It 
maps out no definite legislation of a sub- 
stitute character, though suggests that 
legislation dealing with silver is necessary 
and can be adopted after due and careful 
consideration. 

The condition of the country, Mr. Cleve 
land will say in the message, requires that 
the Sherman law should be repealed with- 
out delay. It is worded to mean that the 

repeal bill would simply mean unnecessary 
plainly that other legislation should follow, 
though not be attached to this for an ef- 
fort to attach substitute legislation to the 
repeal bill would simply mean necaQsary 
delay. 

Then the message deals with the tariff, 
strongly urging the repeal of the McKinley 
law and a reduction of duties all along the 
line. . 

Though brief, it is said to be perhaps the 
strongest paper that has ever emanated 
from Mr. Cleveland’s brain. His tariff 

utterances are even more ringing than 
those of his celebrated message to the 
forty-ninth congress. No other questions 
are dealt with. ©. W. B. 


THE TWELFTH TIME 


In the History of the United States Will Con- 
gress Meet in Extra Session. 

Washington, August 6.—For the twelfth 
time in the history of the United States, 
congress will, at noon tomorrow, be con- 
vened in “extraordinary session.” 

The history which the session will prob- 
ably make for itself will probably justify 
that title in more senses than one. Con- 
vened for a single specific object—the re- 
peal or modification of what is popularly 
known as the Sherman act—it will not be 
restricted to that bare programme, but will 
have, in connection with it, to legislate on 
the whole subject of finance, including, 
probably. a thorough revision of the tariff, 
These two subjects, distinct and not con- 
nected, will supply material enough to 
occupy the attention of congress for many 
months to come. 

The Senate’s Presiding Officer. 

While the senate will have the great ad- 
vantage of being guided and controlled by 
experienced leaders and debaters on both 
sides of the chamber, it will also contain 


many members entirely new to the proceed- . 


ings. Its presiding officer, Vice President 
Stevenson. when he took the gavel on the 
4th of March, last, from the hand of the 
retiring vice president, Mr. Morton, had 
had no familiatity with the rules of a leg- 
islative body, except that derived from his 
Service in the house of representatives dur- 
ing two congresses, but, during the six 
weeks of the extra session, he presided with 
dignity and ability. In the coming ses- 
sion, when exciting events may be antic- 
ipated and when parliamentary ruling may 
have to be prompt, sharp and decisive, 
Mr. Stevenson will have a reliable sub- 
stitute to call to the chair in the person 
of the president of the senate pro tempore 
Mr. Harris, of Tennessee. 

The session tomorrow will be opened 
With prayer by the senate’s new chaplain, 
Mr. Milburn. Its two principal officers, 
Mr. Cox, the new secretary, and Mr. 
Bright, the new sergeant-at-arms, will also 
Tepresent the changed political complexion 
of the body. All the committee chairman- 
ships underwent political change during 
the extra session in March; and most of 
the appointees under the former secreta 
and sergeant-at-arms have had their offi- 
Gial decapitation only postponed, not 
averted.

A Question to Be Decided. 

There are others to whose admission the 
question was left undecided at the close of 
the extra session, and this question must 
be one of the first to be settled and decided 
after the senate meets. The point in dis- 
pute is whether a state legislature having 
been in session and having failed to elect 
a senator to fill a vacancy, the vacancy 
can afterwards be filled through an appoint- 
Ment by the governor. The question has 
arisen before several times in the history 
of the senate, but its decision has not been 
uniform and now «a precedent has to be 
established in the case of the senators ap- 
pointed by the governors of Montana, 
Washington and Wyoming. It was debated 
throughout several days during the extra 
session and may occupy considerable time 
of the “extraordinary session” before any 
legislative subject can be disposed of. But 
it is to the old leaders of both political 
parties in the senate that the public will 
look for action. 

They Will Lead in the Silver Rattle. 

4 oremost on the republican side is Mr, 
Sherman, who guve his name to the act 
now the object of so much condemnation— 
an act which he has defended as a compro- 
mise measure and which he is now willing 
and anxious to see repealed. He @ ill prob- 
ably be supported in whatever position he 
takes on the silver question by such able 
adjutants as Allison, Aldrich, Frye, Hale, 
Hawley. Hoar and Morrill; and he will 
be as ably antagonized by such republican 
senators as Jones of Nevada, Teller, Wol- 
cott and Stewart. 

There are quite as many experienced 
debaters and parliamentarians on the demo- 
cratic side, including Senators Gorman, 
Gray, George, Harris, Morgan, Pugh, Vest, 
Vance and Voorbees, who will al] range 
themselves, not on party lines, but on their 
individual and state views of financial pol- 
icy. 

The first business in order after the sen- 
ate is called to order will be to administer 
the oath of office to three senators and to 
Mr. Cox, the new secretary of the senate, 
The senators, who will take the oath, are 
Mr. Perkins, who succeeds Senatof Stan- 
ford; Mr. Pasco, of Florida, who has been 
re-elected after serving ad interim under a 
gubernatorial appointment; Mr. Quay, of 
Pennsylvania, who was not present during 
the last extra session, and so has not yet 
qualified. 

The President’s Message. 

As soon as notice has been received from 
the house that it has organized the proper 
committee will be appointed to wait upon 
the president and notify him that congress 
is ready to receive any communication he 
may care to make. This will call forth the 
message explaining the. president’s reasons 
for convening congress in special session 
and suggesting legislation to cure the ills 
from which the country is suffering. 

The torrid heat at this time does not in- 
cite to active exertion, so that the sena- 
tors are not likely to sit many hours daily, 
ner to hold daily sessions atsthe beginning. 
If, however, the senate is disposed to go 
earnestly to work from the start it has be- 
fore it, as already stated, the privileged 
question of the right to seats of Senators 
Mantle, of Montana; Beckwith, of Wyom- 
ing, and Allen, of Washington. Should 
the republicans insist upon a disposition of 
these cases nothing else can be done until 
they are passed upon. 

Another _—iprivileged motion 
is=6=s&Mrr. Tloar’s resolution touching 
Senator toach’s character, and 
with Mr. corman’s substitute 
and still another is Mr. Chandler’s 
resolution. So far no line of policy” has 
been defined by either party upon these sub- 
jects, and it is probable that in both the 
senate and the house the parties will cau- 
cus during the week to agree upon their 
respective plans of campaign.

The house will be called to order by 
Clerk Kerr. who has been selected by a 
eaucus of his party for re-election, but who 
would nevertheless have performed that 
duty under the law, as the holding over 
clerk of the last house, even if he had not 
been chosen for re-election. When he calls 
the roll he will look upon nearly one hun- 
dred new and untried men, and will find 
many familiar faces absent. Prominent 
among the missing -will be: James H. 
Blount, of Georgia, chairman of the com- 
mittee of foreign affairs and postoffices in 
previous congresses, whoafter nearly twen- 
ty years of continuous service voluntarily 
retired from congress to seek fields of ambi- 
tion, and who is now on his way back to 
the United States from his duties as com- 
missioner “‘paramount’ and minister to 
Hawaii. 

Herbert, of Alabama, promoted to the cab- 
inet. 

Suave and gentle General Forney, of the 
same state, who declined re-election, after 
sixteen years of valuable service, chiefly 
on the appropriations committee.

The Silver Fight Will Be on in 
| the House. 


BOURKE COCHRAN WILL START If 


With His Resolution Providing for 
Uxconditional Repeal. 


A SUBSTITUTE WILL BE INTRODUCED 


And Then the Lines Will Be Drawn-—Full 
Text of the Sherman Act—Mr. Shell 
Talks About South Carolina. 


Washington, D. C., August 6.—(Special.)— 
The moment the organization of the house 
is completed the silver fight will be precipi- 
tated. The announcement of committees 
will not be waited for. The leaders of all 
factions are disposed to have the fight 
right out in the house before rules are made 
or committees appointed. They can pro- 
ceed under the old rules or general pariia- 
mentary law. 

Bourke Cockran will precipitate the con- 
test the moment the president’s message 1s 
read. ‘He will introduce a bill to repeal 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman law 
unconditionally and ask for its immediate 
consideration. He will suggest that debate 
upon it be declared in order at once. Mr. 
Cockran has notitied the silver men of his 
plan. 

Tonight Judge Culberson, Mr. Bland, Mr. 
Bankhead and others consulted with Mr. 
Cockran. They were willing not to delay 
the opening of the contest and when Mr. 
Cockran offers his bill a substitute drawn by 
Judge Culberson and Mr. Baukhead wii be 
offered. 

The substitute will contain two features. 

First—The.suspension of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law until January 
1, 1894. 

Second—That national barks be allowed 
to issue currency up to the par value of 
Loes!s on deposit. . 

Mr. Culberson and Mr. Bankhead have 
consulted many members about this plaa. 
They believe it will prove acceptable to the 
conservative members of the house, and 
they believe the conservative men to be 
in the majority. 

Should this substitute carry they advo- 
cate the appointment of the principle com- 
mittees, and then adjournment until No- 
vember Ist. In the meantime the coinage 
committee can prepare a silver bill, the 
Ways apd means a tariff bill, and banking 
and currency a bill for the repeal of the 
ten Ga cent tax on state banks. 

It is possible that this bill may carry, 
but there is but little probability of ad- 
journing over. Mr. Culberson and Mr. 
Bankhead argue that the suspension of 
the Sherman bill would afford the relief the 
country is crying for while the free silver 
men would not be lessening the chances of 
obtaining free coinage which an uncondi- 
tional repeal would mean. , 

Certainly the introduction of thesé meas- 
ures, at the very outset of the session will 
precipitate the contest and result in a test 
showing each wing of the party on the gil- 
ver question its exact strength. 

The Sherman Law. ~ 

The question has been discussed in some 
of the Georgia papers as to whether the 
repeal of the Sherman law would invali- 
date the legal tender qualities of treasury 
notes now in circulation issued for the pur- 
pose of purchasing bullion or of the silver 
dollars coined from this bullion. 

Without substitute legislation covering 
many of its points, no one advocates the 
repeal of the Sherman law in toto. It is 
only the silver purchasing clause of the law 
that the cry is to repeal. Of course that 
would not invalidate the legal tender qual- 
ities of any outstanding currency. 

As the Sherman law is the all absorbing 
topic of the country right now, it will prove 
interesting reading to those who do not 
understand all its features. 

Here it is: 

Be it emacted by the senate and. house of 
representatives of the United States of Amer. 
ica im congress assembled, That the secretary 
of the treasury is hereby directed to purchase, 
from time to time, sliver bullion to the aggre- 
gate amount of four million and five hundred 
thousand ounces, or so much thereof as may 
be offered In each month, at the market price 
thereof, not exceeding one dollar for tbree 
hundred and seventy-one and twenty-five hun- 
dredths grains of pure silver, and to issue 
in payment for such purchases of silver bul- 
lion treasury notes of the United States to 
be prepared by the secretary of the treasury, 
in such form and of such denominations, not 
less than one dollar nor moge than one thon- 
sand dollars, as he may frescribe, and a 
sum sufficient to carry into effect the provis- 
ions of this act is hereby appropriated our 
of any money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 

Sec. 2. That the treasury notes issued in 
accordance with the provisions of this act 
shall be redeemable on demand, tn coin, at 
the treasury of the United States, or at the 
office of any assistant treasurer of ‘the Up = 
States, and when so redeemed may be eis: 
sued; but Mo greater or less amount of sucn 
notes shall be outstanding at anv time than 
the cost of the silver bullion and the standard 
silver dollars coinéd therefrom, then held 
in the treasury purchased by such notes: and 
such treasury notes shall be a legai tender 
in payment of all debts, public and private, 
except where otherwise expressly stipniateda 
in the contract, and shall receivable for 
customs, tax@s, and all public dues. and when 
so received may be reissued; and such notes, 
when held by any national banking assoctia- 
tion, may be countéd as a part of its lawful 
reserve. That upon demand of the holder of 
any of the treasury notes herein proyided for 
the secretary of the treasury shall, nnder 
such regulations as he may prescribe, redeem 
such notes in gold or silver coin. at his dis- 
cretion, it being the established policy of 
the United States to maintain the two metals 
en a parity with each other upon the present 
lecal ratio, or such ratio as mav be provided 
by law. 

Sec. 3. That the secretary of the treasury 

shall each month coin two million ounces of 
the silver bullion purchased under the provis- 
ions of this act into stamdard silvgr dollars 
until the frst dv of July, elghteea hundred 
and ninety-one, and after that time he sha!) 
eain of the silver bullion purchased under the 
provisions of this act as much as may be 
necessary to prot“for the redemnrion of 
the treasury notes herein provided for, an‘! 
any gain or seigniorage arising from snch 
eoinage shall be accounted for and paid into 
re treasury. 
Bec. 4. That the silver bullion purchased 
urder the provisions of this act shall be sub- 
ject to the requirements of existing law an’! 
the regulations of the mint service govern- 
ing the methods of determining the amount 
of pure silver contained, and the amount of 
charges or deductions, if any, to made. 

Sec. 5. That so much of the act of February 
twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and seyenty- 
eight. entitled “An act to authorize the coin- 
age of the standard silver dollar and to re- 
its legal-tender character,”’ as requires 
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the United States to the respective credits of 
national banks for deposits made to redeem 
the circulating notes of such banks, and all 
deposits thereafter received for like purpose, 
shall be. covered into the treasurv as a mis- 
cellaneoug receipt, and the treasury of the 
United States shall redeem from the general 
cash in the treasury the a og notes 
of said banks which may come into his pos- 
» Session subject to redemption: and upon the 
certificate of the comptroller of the currency 
that such notes have been received by him 
and thata#hey have been destroyed and that 
no new notes will be issued in their place, 
reimbursement of their amount shall be made 
to the treasurer, under such regulations | as 
the secretary of the treasury mav prescribe, 
from an appropriation hereby created, to be

Shell on Carolina Affrxirsa. 

Representative Shell, of South Carolina, 
arrived today, Mr. Shell is the man who 
alleges that Senator Irby attempted to mur- 
der him a few weeks ago in South Carolina. 

When asked about the matter today, he 
said he preferred not to discuss it for pub- 
lication, though he had no hesitation in say- 
ing that, but for the interference of a friend 
he would not have escaped from Senator 
Irby’s knife. 

“Will you be a candidate for governor 
of South Carolina?” I asked. 

“No,” he replied, “I shall not be a can- 
didate for any other public office, I have 
already announced to my people that I 
shall retire to my farm at the expiration 
of my present term in congres. © I expect 
to spend the remainder of my life on my 
farm.” 

“Affairs political are badly mixed in 
South Carolina, are they not?” 

“They certainly are, the men who led 
the political revolution in South Carolina 
three years ago, and who succeed in gain- 
ing control of the state are now divided 
into two factions, and are fighting rather 
bitterly among themselves. Mr. Hugh 
Farley, who was ove of the best workers 
of the reform element, has dissolved with 
Senator Irby and Governor Tillman. He 
is already an announced candidate to suc- 
ceed me in congress. I think he will be 
elected, though he will have the opposition 
of Tillman and Irby.” 

“What has Senator Irby done about the 
cards published by Mr. Farley and Captain 
Jim Tillman?’ 

“Nothing, and I don’t think he will do 
Both Farley and Jim Tillman 
are young wen of courage and I don’t think 
Senator Irby cares to face either.” 

“Will Senator Butler be elected?” 

“Tf the election was in the hands of this 
legislature he would have no chanee, but 
many things can happen in two years, and 
I would not be it all surprised to see Butler 
returned, the contest will be between he 
and Governor Tillman.”

The past experience of these two members 
here make them as useful to their districts 
as old members. They understand customs 
and know just how to get what they want. 

Their suecess is also an indication of the 
results of energy and ambition properly di- 
rected. Moral—if you want to come to 
congress some day, young man, come here 
and get a committee clerkship for a cou le 
of years, The experience will be valuable 
and the salary is not bad. 

The Hawaiian Situation. 

Mr. Blount’s volumnious reports, in- 
cluding his latest and most volumnious of 
all, are being carefully prepared at the 
state department in the form of abstracts 
and extracts for the president’s personal 
consideration. The situation in the is- 
lands is admittedly critical, and a prompt 
indication of some definite line of policy 
on the part of the United States is called 
for. The president, it is said, will wait 
Minister Blount’s expected arrival in Wash- 
ington on or about August 20th and his ver- 
bal report of the condition of affairs be- 
fore definitely making up his mind what 
course to recommend to congress. It is 
probable that one of the first resolutions 
introduced in the senate will be a call for 
the submission to congress of the corre- 
spondence on Hawaiian matters. “if not 
incompatible with the public interésts.” 

Inspector Faison left Washington today 
for his home in Raleigh, N. C., where he 
will remain a few days and then return 
to Muskogee. Indian territory. It is stated 
that Mr. Faison’s conduct in relation to 
the recent Choctaw troubles meets with the 
entire approval of Secretary Hoke Smith. 

Senator Gordon's Position.

Cleveland, O., August 6.—A special from 
Fremont says: A terrible wreck occurred 
last night shortly after 10 o'clock at Lind- 
say, a small village of about 500 inhabi- 
tants, eight miles west of this place on 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railway.

Passenger train No. 9, the Pacifie ex- 
press due at this place at 9:50 o'clock, left 
here last night about ten minutes late. The 
train consisted of an engine, baggage car, 
two express cars, three coaches and five 
sleepers. The coaches and sleepers were 
all well filled with people, many of whom 
were on their way to Chicago. At Lind- 
say, the next station west of this place, 
the train passed a local freight, No. 74, 
which had been sidetracked to let train 
No, 9 pass. The train was running at 
full speed and passed safely until the 
sleeper neared the switch, close to the 
freight, when the first three sleepers jump- 
ed the track and ran into the engine of the 
freight. The engine was wrecked and the 
sleepers crushed like egg shells. As the 
sleepers were filled with passengers, it 
seems a miracle that all were not instantly 
killed. 

Heartrending Scenes. 

The scene that followed the collision was 
heartrending. The groans of the dying, 
the shrieks of the injured and the hissing 
of escaping steam combined to add horror 
to a sight that will long be remembered by 
those who witnessed it. Work was at once 
begun to render aid to the injured, and 
those who were imprisoned in the ruins. 
‘ue disaster was immediately reported and 
an extra, composed of an engine and coach, 
was mide up at this place. Drs. Wil- 
liam Caldwell, F. U. Hilbish, M. M. Stall 
and R. B. Meek had in the meantime been 
summoned and the party at @&ce proceeded 
to the scene of the wreck. ‘The sight that 
greeted them was terrible. The track for 
some distance was covered with debris, be- 


ed. Legs, hands and arms protruded here 
and there from beneath the ruins. 

On the arrival of the medicai party, the 
injured were at once taken care of, with 
the united efforts of the physicians of this 
city and Drs. Wolland and W. L. Steir- 
welt, of Lindsay. 

About fifteen of the injured, who had 
received wounds of a less dangerous char- 
acter, after receiving surgical attention, 
proceeded on their westward journey on 
the part of the passenger train which had 
escaped damage. 

The others who received serious injuries 
were taken to the Hotel Nichols and pri- 
vate residences, where they are now re 
ceiving the Db sc care.

They were taken to the 
morgue of John Boyer and there put in 
shape for transfer to their different homes. 
The bodies of these men were in a_horri- 
ble condition and presented a most sickening 
sight. Arms were cut off. legs torn and 
mangled, and heads mashed out of all 
semblance of human shape._ 

At noon today a special train arrived from 
Toledo, containing the officials of the road, 
and an examination and investigation was 
at once instituted. The wreck was cleared 
so that in the evening the frains could pass 
over this division.

THE PASSENGERS GOT SCARED 


And Thought There Was Going to Be a 
Wreok—An Eventful Voyage. 

Queenstown, August 6.—The Guion line 
steamer Alaska, Captain Murray, from New 
York, June 29th, arrived here at 5:30 o'clock 
this evening, after a most eventful voyage. 
The Alaska encountered a fog the entire 
passege. For four daya and nights the 
whistle sounded almest continuously, and 
the vessel was kept at slow speed. 

It is stated by some of the passengers 
that at 11 o'clock this morning, the Alaska 
narrowly eseaped running on the rocks on 
the extreme coast of Llreland, owing to the 
dense fog prevailing at the time. Had not 
the vessel been steaming along at quarter 
speed she could hardly have avoided strik- 
ing a huge rock, the outlines of which were 
dimly discerned by the passengers through 
the fog as the vessel backed away in obe- 
dience to the prompt action of the pilot. 
Tae Alaska then steamed with extreme cau- 
tion until Fastnet was sighted, about two 
hours afterwards. The Browhead station 
Was not able to see the Alaska as she pass- 
ed that point. 

Captain Murray states that at 10 o’clock 
this morning he calculated he had more 
than made the distance to Fastnet. and in 
consequence of this he kept the lead going 
and increased the lookout and proceeded 
cautiously. At 11 o’clock the lookout sight- 
ed Jand, and it was then discovered that 
the vessel was west of Fastnet, making it 
necessary to alter her course more to the 
southeastward. ‘The engines were, there- 
fore, reversed a short time for this purpose, 
causing some of the more excitable passen- 
gers to conclude there had been grave dan- 
ger. 

One of the passengers, Mr. Attridge, an 
experienced ocean traveler, confirms the 
statement of Captain Murray, and says that 
none of the officers nor bulk of the passen- 
gers ever thought there was the slightesf 
danger. 


THE BRIDGE GOLLAPSED, 


Carrying Two Men and Two Hundred Head 
of Cattle Down with It

FIVE OF THEM KILLED. 


A Crowd of One Hundred Would-Be Lynchen 
Done Up by a Couple of Boys. 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 6.—A special from 
Corydon, Ind.; says: Last night Boone tawn- 
ship, this county, was made the scene of the 
most terrible shooting affray that ever occure 
red in this part of the state. 

A large crowd of men went to the home of 
William and Edward Conrad for the purpose 
of lynching the two boys who were suspected 
of killing their father last winter. 

The young Conrads had received notice some 
time ago theut if they did nest 
leave the neighborhood they would 
be lynched. Upon this notice the 
boys armed themselves with sotguns 
and revolvers and awaited their coming. 
The boys secreted themselves. When -the 
crowd appeared on the porch they fired into 
them, kiting Tom Timberlake end William 
Wiseman instantly, after which the crowd 
dispersed and before they could command 
se.f-possession they were again fired into and 
Ed Houston and Isaac Howe sere instantly 
killed, amd William May fatally shot. The 
mob numbered about one hundred end those 
killed and wounded are the vest citizens in 
the township. The Conrads escaped. ine 
tense excitement prevails throughout the 
southern part of the county. ‘The Conrad 
boys bave always beep regarded as very vi- 
cious and worthless.

AB WAS SHOT TWICE. 


A Negro Attempts to Cut an Officer and 
Suffers for It, 


INSIDE FACTS ABOUT THE ARBITRATION. 


Georzia to Show at the Ohio State Fair. 
Rumors of Change of Central Super- 
intendents—Other Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)—Depu- 
ty Sheriff Hines Millicons shot a negro, 
named Ike Battle, twice this morning, and 
it is possible that Battle will die. He is 
now in jail attended by Doctors J. C. 
Johnson and Worsham. Battle was shot 
once in the right cheek, @ut this wound 
is of no consequence. He was also shot 
between the middle of the back and the 
right side. The ball passed through the 
body, and lodged underneath the skin in 
the center of the body, just below the 
breastbone, from where it was cut out 
by the doctors after Battle was carried to 
jail. This is the wound that may cause 
Battle's death, Battle was sentenced to 
the chaingang for six months for larceny. 
He had served five months and about a 
week ago escaped from the gang. ‘This 
morning while Deputy Sheriff Millicons 
was riding in a hack near Huguenin heights 
he saw Battle walking in the road. Milli- 
cons Jumped out of the hack, went up t# 
Battle and caught hold of his arm with a 
view of arresting him. Battle drew his 
knife and attempted té cut Millicons. Mil- 
licons drew his pistol and tried to shoot 
Battle, but the weapon misfired. The ne- 
gro jerked loose from the officer, and as he 
eontinued to cut at Millicons the officer 
did not close in upon him. The negro then 
fled. Millicons jumped in the hack and, 
driving rapidly, headed Battle off and again 
attempted to arrest him him. The negro 
began using his knife and Millicons fired 
at him, the ball striking Battle on the right 
cheek. Battle struck at Millicons with the 
knife again and Millicons stooped down to 
avoid the blow and at the same instant 
Millicons fired, the ball striking pear the 
right side. Battle then commenced to run, 
and although he was badly shot he ran 
300 yards and then laid down, stil] hold- 
ing the knife in his hand and tried to cut 
Millicons when he came to him. The officer 
had to threaten to kill Battle before he 
would give up the knife. Battle was then 
carried to jail and physicians were sum- 
moned, as stated above. Battle is a bad 
negro and had previously threatened Mil- 
licons’s life for the part Millicons - had 
taken in arresting his brother, Alonzo Bat- 
tle, charged with killing Son Parker. Alon- 
zo Battle is now in the penitentiary serving 
a life sentence. Ike Battle has frequently 
been in jail and some time ago had a des- 
perate encounter with Office ison. 

He Was Paid 87 


Mr. B. 8S. Church, of New York, the 
celebrated hydraulic engineer, was paid 
$700 by the mayor and council of Macon 
to come here last week and act as one of 
the city’s arbitrators in determining the 
value of the waterworks plant of the Macon 
Gaslight and Water Company. Mr. 
Church is an expert in such matters and 
he demands good pay for what he knows, 
This is Mr. Church’s third visit to Macon, 
and which trip bas paid him handsomely. 
About ten years ago the city engaged Mr. 
Church to make an estimate of the cost 
to build a system of waterworks. The 
city paid him $1,000 for this service, Soon 
after the Ocmulgee Land and Improvement 
Company engaged him to come to Macon 
and estimate on the cost of building a 
eanal to furnish electric power, ete-,. and 
the company paid him $1,000. On each of 
the three trips Mr. Church was engaged 
about five days, or a total of fifteen days, 
for which he was paid $2,700. 

The arbitration cammittee to pass upon 
the value of the waterworks plant consisted 
of seven gentlemen, three of whom were 
mew residents. In the beginning Mr. 
Church’s estimate of the value of the 
plant was the highest of any of the arbi- 
trators. He fixed the value at $650,000. 
He was one of the city’s arbitrators, and 
yet his figures were higher than those of 
the arbitrators of the company. Finally, 
the arbitrators agreed to value the plant at 
$550,000. Mr. Church reluctantly con- 
sented to this figure and said it was a 
stretch of his conscience to do so, for he 
thought the plant richly worth $635,000, 
Other arbitrators agreed, however, that the 
company had offered to sell at $550,000, 
and they did not see why more should be 
given than the company asked. But for 
this offer on the part of tne company, the 
value of the plant might have been fixed 
by the arbitrators at $600,000 or even 
more. It might be stated, however, that 
when the company offered to sell to the 
city at $550,000, the company said the 
price was less than the value of the prop- 
erty, but it was made in a spirit of com- 
promise and harmony. 

Well-Known Man Hurt. 


One of the best known negroes in the 
state of Georgia is Railway Postal Clerk 
Richardson, who runs on the Central road 
between Macon and Birmingham. Rich- 
ardson was state lecturer for the colored 
farmers’ alliance, and has always taken'‘an 
active part in state politics, especially in 
and about bis home, Marshallville. I riday 
Richardson was badly hurt and yesterday 
was brought to Macon. The passenger 
rain on which Richardson was, collided 
near Birmingham. The 
engine of the passenger was badly damaged 
and it is said the engineer and fireman 
were severely scalded. Richardson jumped 
from the mail car and in jumping, his head 
struck violently against a freight box on 
an adjoining track, making a severe gash 
on the head. He was otherwise hurt.

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A Well-Koown Farmer of Carroll County 
Shot by a Boy. 


“TWO THEORIES CONCERNING THE KILLING 


Arrest ofthe Man Who Did the Shooting, 
and of the Only Witness to It. 
The Story They Tell. 


Carrollton, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)— 
What seems to have been a terrible, bru- 
tal murder, occurred in New Mexico dis- 
trict, this county, and right on the Ala- 
bama and Heard county line, yesterday 
morning at 4 o’clock. 

I’rank Hand, a boy seventeen years old, 
shot to death Mr. Joseph R. Turner, one 
of the leading men of the district, and a 
hard-working and inoffensive citizen. 

The shooting occurred in Turner’s field 
and the only witness isJack Hester, who 
is Turner’s son-in-law. 

There are two theories about the killing 
and the cause of the difficulty. It seems 
that there was a misunderstanding between 
Mr. Turner and the Hand boy, and also 
Mr. Turner and Hester. Hester and 
Hand were about the same age and they 
were “cronies.” 

Was It Premeditated ? 

One theory is that Hand and Hester 
made it up to go to the field where Turner 
was at work’ and there, when Turner was 
alone, give him a whipping or kill him. 
This is the opinon of many of the best 
men of the community. 

Hester says fe and Hand went through 
Mr. Turner's field to swap guns with him, 
and that when ‘Turner saw Hand, 
whom he had ordered to keep 
away from his home and 
off his premises, he told Hand to leave. 
Hand replied that he would go directly, 
says Hester; and Turner, who is a man 
fifty years old, and has three or four grown 
children, ran at Hand with some rocks in 
his hand. Hand whipped out a pistol and 
shot him. One ball entered the body just 
below the heart, and the other hit the 
breast, glanced and lodged in the jaw. 

As secon as the shooting was done, Hes- 
ten ren for a doctor and Hand Wen to his 
father’s home, where he was arrested a 
short time later by a Mr. Maxwell and a 
Mr. Gore. Sheriff Hewitt was telephoned 
from Bowdon, about the kiiling and he and 
Ed Hewitt wert down last night and got 
Hand and jailed him about 3 o’clock this 
morning. 

Turner, the dead man, was working near 
his home in a piece of bottom. His wife 
heard the shooting and a groan and she 
ran to the field. Just as she came in sight 
she saw a man disappear in a deep swamp 
near by and in a few moments she came 
across her husband, who was in the throes 
of-death. She sat down and laid the dying 
man’s head in her lap, but he was uncon- 
scious, and died in a few minutes. 

The whole country is aroused over the 
killing. 

The Story Hand Tells. 

I saw Frank Hand in jail here this morn- 
ing. He said he was seventeen years old 
and that Hester, the man who was with 
him when the shooting was done, and who 
is a son-in-law of the murdered man, is 
twenty. Hand said he had a pistol and a 
gun and ‘Hester had a pistol and a gun, 
and they went to the field where Turner 
was at work to swap guns with Turner. 
Hand says he stopped in a small path about 
thirty yards from Turner and Hester went 
to where the old man was. He tells the 
same story about Turner ordering him off 
as is told by Hester, and adds that one of 
the rocks which Turner threw knocked him 
down. 

Hand says that Turner got on him and 
hit him a few times and he turned him, and 
as Turner got up he shot him twice. 

Hand says he went to his father’s home 
near by and told him what he had done, and 
asked his father to go to the field and see 
how bad the old. mans was burt. 
It was the father, Burt Hand, who the wife 
saw run into the swamp when she appeared 
on the scene, Old man Hand says he saw 
Mrs. Turner coming and he saw that Turner 
was dying; that he ran into the thicket 
from fright and because he did not want 
to see the woman find her husband dying. 

Coroner Cole was notified last night and 
went down to hold an inquest. 

Hester, too, is in custody till the coroner’s 
inquest can be held. 

Frank Hand, the boy who did the shoot- 
ing, is a worthless character, very illiterate, 
and it seems that he thinks he has made 
a hero of himself by the killing. Hester, 
the dead man’s son-in-law, has served a 
term in the Alabama state chaingang for 
some crime. Mr. Turner, it seems did not 
recognize him. 

Public sentiment is against both Hand 
and Hester. Many people think it willful 
murder. 

The Coroner's Verdict. 

News received late tonight is that the 
coroner’s jury returned a verdict of willful 
murder. Hester swore that he tried to keep 
Hand from going into Turner’s field, but 
Hand said he would go where he d—d 
pleased. Hester swore that Turner told 
Hand to leave his field at once, and when 
Hand failed to go Turner picked up two 
rocks and started toward Hand. Hand 
stood still and Turner went up to him, not 
attempting to throw the stones. Hand 
Whipped out his pistol. The first shot 
glanead from the breast and hit Turner ijn 
the face. The next shot passed through 
Turner's body near the heart, and he died

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TOHN TEMPLE GRAVES 


Talks of His Negro State Theory and the 
Wonderful Reception It Has Had 


IN THE NORTH AND WEST. 


The Attitude of the Negro Toward It—His 
Willingness to Go—-A Just Compen- 
sation—Through the North. 


The lecture of John Temple Graves ad- 
yocating a negro state, under the American 
flag and in the heart of the American re- 
public, has made a distinct sensation 
throughout the country. ja 

Whatever the origin of this much dis- 
puted theory, Mr. Graves has linked him- 
self to it as easily its foremost champion 
apd representative, and his earnest and 
eloguent advocacy jis met with really 
remarkable results in all parts of the re- 
public. ‘he newspapers north and west 
have been vigorous and elaborate in their 
discussion of it, and the reports from the 
chautauqua assemblies, indicate a degree 
of approval that is réally remarkable for 
go new and striking a proposition. 

Mr. J. N. Moody, of Atlanta, who was 
at Monona Lake, Madison, Wisconsin, witn 
Mr. Graves, declares that he never saw 
such a scene as followed the lecture there, 
when a great audience that had literally 
glared in anger and with almost audible 
protests against the bold statements in the 
earlier part of the speech, melted graduaily 
to approval, and then fairly stormed the 
stage to deluge the speaker with questions 
or congratulations. Mr. Moody declares 
that at first he thought Mr. Graves was 
going to be mobbed, but was delighted at 


the ovation which followed. 


A short talk with Mr. Graves on yester- 
day brought out some very interesting facts 
concerning the tread of public sentiment 
jp the direction of the negro, 

“This lecture,” said Mr. Graves, “has 
been delivered three timex in Texas, once 
each in Louisiana, Kentucky, Ohio, Wis- 
consin and Michigan—only eight times in 
all, and each time at represeniative chau- 
tauqua assemblies, where the thinking and 
progressive element in every state always 
predominates. I do not think I exaggerate 
jn the least the sentiment which 1 carefully 
gauged when I say that at least one half 
of the thoughtful people at each assembly 
agreed with the views as expressed in the 
lecture. Nearly, if not quite that propor- 
tion of them told me so.” 

“Was this approval ranged on party lines 
or was it general?’ 

“Thoroughly non-partisan and 
At Lakeside, Ohio, a leading _ re- 
publican politician of that state 
told me that, if it could be made evident 
that the negroes themselves, as a Trace, 
were favorable to the idea, he believed the 
Ohio people, without regard to party, would 
vote the proposition by two-thirds majori- 
ty. An equally prominent republican of 
Wisconsin said the same thing from the 
platform at Madison the next week. and 
at the great Bayview assembly, a distin- 
guished divine who had filled for a period 
the pulpit of Henry Ward Beecher, rose 
at the conclusion of my lecture and ad- 
dressed the audience in a strain of high ap- 
proval, declaring that along the line he 
saw the only remedy to cure the race prob- 
lem and reunite the country. Everywhere, 
by that instinetive or intuitive compre- 
hension which is the peculiar possession of 
highly nervous temperaments, 1 was ena- 
bled to feel that the majority sentiment 
of the people followed with approval the 
line of argument and endorsed its conclu- 
sions, and I am firmly persuaded that if 
the northern people could be satisfied ‘of 
the negro’s willingness to go, every state 
north of the old sectional line would vote 
the proposition for a negro state. The 
spirit and approval which has met this 
lecture among the thinking people of the 
north and west and south, has been to me 
a revelation in public sentiment. 

“What is the relative interest of northern 
and southern audiences in the discus- 
sion ?”’ 

“Southern audiences are always more re- 
sponsive and demonstrative, but judged by 
subsequent expressions and manifestations, 
I am led to believe that northern people 
are as vitally interested, and even more 
actively engaged in the discussion of this 
problem than our southern citizens. It is 
to me a strange and monstrous paradox 
that we who have most at stake, and sit 
deepest in the shadows .of this blighting 
problem, seem least concerned about its 
solution. But there is a tremendous wak- 
ing up of public sentiment north and 
south.’* ~ 

“You spoke of the approval of the north 
as dependent upon the willingness of the 
negro to accept statehood under the con- 
ditions you name. What do you think of 
the negro’s attitude toward the proposi- 
tion ?” 

“TI have excellent reasons to believe that 
the vast majority of the race would wel- 
come the opportunity of statehood. Bish- 
op Turner, who is the able and consistent 
advocate of African exportation, writes my 
father that nine-tenths of the negro race 
would prefer my proposition to his, and 
that he himself would welcome it as a God- 
send if it could be accomplished. I am In 
2 position to know that hundreds of 
thoughtful and representative negroes have 
already been interviewed upon this propo- 
sition, and that after a brief hesitation 
over the surrender of their suffrage in the 
states, the majority of those who have 
considered it, have held that the over- 
whelming advantages far outbalanced the 
surrender of a franchise which in these 
states is really a mockery, and their ap- 
proval has been free, unqualified and com- 
prehending. It is evident to anyone who 
thinks that the whole race is restless. 
Every African emissary finds them troop- 
ing in thousands at his heels. HKvery 
scheme of deportation draws their scant 
earnings from willing pockets, and stakes 
their pitiful capital upon the faith and 
promise of some newer life in other lands. 
And why should the negro not be willing

to go? What has he here in the present 


or the future? Emancipation has been a 
failure. and, of the twenty-five years of 
freedom with the sympathy of the world 
and the whole power of the government at 
his back, he is still a helpless inferipr. 
Beyond all our platitudes and optimism 
we know in an honest con- 
scientiousness that he can never 
compete wit the Anglo-Saxon 
Trace, or have an equal chance when his 
destiny is set in competition with that of 
a greater people. he professions are 
barred against him, the avenues of trade 
are blocked, politics has no promise, s0- 
ciety no welcome, history no assurance, 
and precedent not a ray of hope to 
comfort him. He is now what 
he has been from the beginning, and what 
he will always be in contact with the 
greater race—barber and bootblack, porter 
and drayman, waiter and wage earner, la- 
borer and lackey throughout the@#epublic— 
horth and south. His face will never he 

toward the morning = until 

turned from the unequal 
competition. The negro knows 
this now. Realization has burst at last in 
revelation upon his services and in full 
view of the eternal boundaries that hem and 
hamper and restrain, he is willing to go 
anywhere—at any time. 

“Ané@ truly this is a glorious proposition 
for him—a noble proposition—a flag for a 
fetich, a country for a prison, a glorious 
and unhindered opportunity, for an empty 
mockery of suffrage!” 

“Is it your idea to disfranchise all white 
Men in the negro state?” 

“Absolutely. Nothing else would be just 
oT equitable to the negro if he surrendered 
tis franchise in our states. Every office in 
the new state, from supreme court judge 
to the coroner,. shanld .be held exclusive to 

e negro race, and every source of strife 
and racial competition should be removed. 
It should be in every particular a negro

out a final destiny in which he must either

: “Do you propose to make this your lead- 
ing lecture during the winter, and do you 
deliver the same lJecture north and south?” 

Yes, to both questions. My convictions 
that this is the right, the honorable, the 
noble solution, have grown so strong that 

have come to carry it as @ mission with 
& sense of consecration to it. I shall carry 
it everywhere—north, west and south—this 
winter; and for every section and every 
lace I have the same sentiment, the same 
ecture, word for word, spoken without 
fear or hesitation, in Texas or in Massa- 
chusetts. And if the winter’s work sustains 
the present ratio of encouragement, I am 
coming here next spring to get a million 
negro signatures to memorialize congress 
to action in the matter. I think I have 
found my work at last.” 

Mr. Graves leaves tomorrow for the New 
York Chautauuga where, it is rumored, 
he is to be confronted and antagonized by 
Albion W. Tourgee, author of “An Appeal 
to Caesar,” and “A Fool’s Errand.” Thence 
he goes to Chicago as the orator of the 
world’s fair congress, on the 14th instant.

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THR GRANT FOUNTAIN 


It May Find Its Way to the Point Now 
Occupied by the Artesian Well. 


THE COMMITTEE WILL MAKE A REPORT 


During the Session of the General Coun- 
cil Today and a Conference with Cap- 
tain Grant Will Be the Result. 


‘The general council will meet today- 
And during the session the report of the 
committee on the removal of the artesian 


-well will be presented. 


Just what that report will be cannot be 
anticipated as the chairman of the commit- 
tee is out of town and will not be back until 
noon today. 

In making the report on the proposition 
to remove the well the committee has taken 
into consideration the usefulness of the well 
to the water system of Atlanta and has 
about decided that after the completion of 
the new waterworks there will be but little 
use for the well. 

Since the proposition was made to re- 
move the well some one hss suggested 
that the water fountain which Captain W. 
D. Grant tendered the city some three 
or four years ago might be placed at the 
well and the sight of the unsightly tower 
be supplanted by a pretty fountain tossing 
sprays of water through the air. The Con- 
Stitution presented a view of the contem- 
plated change a week or two ago and it 
quickly became one of the most popular 
movements discussed on the streets. Near- 
ly every one seemed to favor the plan and 
many who had been opposed to the re- 
moval of the tower and the practical aban- 
donment of the well became warm advo- 
cates of the proposed change, 

A handsome fountain in the place of the 
tall rusty iron tower will make the junc- 
tion of the four streets look decidedly more 
attractive than it does now. 

When Captain Grant made the offer of 
the fountain to the city of Atlanta it was 
upon the condition that-it be placed on Ma- 
rietta street at some point between For- 
syth and Broad. The paper was presented 
to the general council and after a reading 
was filed and a vote of thanks was returned 
to the gentleman for thé generous offer. 
The paper laid in the vaults which City 
Clerk Woodward adopted for a long time, 
when sime one thought of them and had 
them pulled out. They were pulled out 
with a view of having the fountain erected 
and Captain Grant when asked about the 
offer said that he was still ready to comply 
with it. But in the rush incident to the 
change of administration which was then 
going on the matter was forgotten again, 
and the generous offer has been resting 
quietly in a pigeon hole in the city clerk’s 
otlice ever since. 

But when the proposition was made to 
remove the iron tower at the well the old 
paper was brought out again and Captain 
Grant was asked if his offer would stand 
good for the fountain if it was placed at 
the artesian well site. 

“The proposition of Captain Grant,” said 
a member of the committee “speaks for _jt- 
self. in making the offer he said 
that fe -would give the the foun- 
tain if. the city would iet it go 
up at the points indicated in the deed of 
gift. These points are a distance from the 
artesian well and, of course, the fountain 
by the terms of the offer could not go there 
But Captain Grant would have the right 
to make the change, and he has been «0 
asked. In reply to the question he has said 
that his object in making the gift was sim- 
ply to beautify the Street, and that the offer 
spoke for itself. He declared however 
that he was willing to confer with the mem- 
bers of the committee and intimated that 
the change might be made. Still Captain 
Grant is in no sense of the word pledged 
to allow the fountain to go up at the ar 
tesian well, have been told, too, that 
he was opposed to the removal of the well 
but of this I cannot say positively. 
If the chairman of ‘the committee.” con- 
tinued the member of the committee, “gets 
back in time for the meeting of the council 
I am sure that in his report he will submit 
a resolution authorizing the committee to 
call upon Captain Grant and confer with 
him about the contemplated change in the 
location of the fountain. Of course all 
future action will then depend upon the re- 
pg Ag of the well by order of the city coun- 
vil,

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A CLEVER RUSE. 


A Negro Brings a Sheriff Here to Look 
for Buried Money. 


HE ONLY WANTED TO MAKE HIS ESCAPE

Prisioner at the Police Station. 


Tump ‘Bowen, a notorious negro thief, 
slept at police headquarters last night, but if 
a clever little ruse which he had carefully 
Planned had ended successfully he would 
have slept elsewhere, if he slept at all. 

Bowen is an Atlanta negro, but he is now 
& Cherokee county prisouéf. His evil ways 
got him into trouble up in Cherokee and the 
story of his coming to Atlanta smacks of 
romance. He cani® here in the custody of 
Sherif! Coggins to dig up file earnings of 
his criminal career, as the sheriff and oth- 
ers thought, but in reality to make hig es. 
cape, as iater developments proved. 

Bowen's history in Atlanta is said to be a 
most unsavory oue. He is reputed to be 
one of the worst thieves in the profession, 
Long practice has enabled him to ply his 
business like an expert and to gather in fair. 
ly large returns. 

Recently he tias been operating in Chero- 
kee county. Horses“and eattle were the fa- 
vorite objects of his thieving tours and more 
than one citizen of north Georgia lost a 
fine horse or a ntmber of fine cattle through 
him. His acts of theft were committed bold- 
ly and the peopie were not long in settling 
upon him as the guilty man. 

But is was some time after the people had 
decided that Bowen was doing the stealing 
that he was caught. He showed himself to 
be asly and cautious, as pwell ‘as a, successful, 
thief.

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The Two Industries of the People of 
Wyoming. 


POLITICS IN THE FAR-OFF STATE. 


What the Democracy of Wyoming Have 
Accomplished—They Are All for 
Free Bilver—Other k acts. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., August 3.—Special Cor- 
respondence.)— While reckoned one of the 
least of the states of our ublon In point of 
age, population and development, Wyoming 
potwithstanding, has had political expe- 
riences, during the past two years, as ill- 
teresting and propitious as the greatest 
amovug veteran states. In none Of Ttiose 
fnfant empires admitted to statehood dur- 
jug the recent republican administration has 
the democratic sun risen faster, oF how 
sheds forth brighter rays of promise than 
fn this: while none offer a chapter of local 
politics with as many interesung develop- 
gnents. Certainly no other state that came 
fn under the Harrison midwifery has pro- 
duced more republican: chagrin by reason 
if espousing democratic doctrines. 1 hat 
Wroming is to be a democratic fortress 
benceforth there is litthe room to doubt. 

The repudiation ot republican rule il 
the local elections of Wyoming last fall] is 
the same old story of the people rising in 
wrath against unendurable and unjustifia- 
ble oppressions. As usual, too, the Op- 
pressors were mammoth corporations and 
evndicates, existing solely to fleece the com- 
mon people, and walking in the guise of 
respectability under escort of republican 
politicians. ‘ 

The revolt was sudden and the victory 
final. 

The local issues in Wryoming were two, 
The “arid land bill’ issue, and the ‘cattle 
invasion” problem, or the war of the big 
cattle companies upon the smaller ranches, 
alleged to be"“rustlers.” 

The arid land bill, which was fathered 
by Senator Warren, a Wyoming republican 
in the national congress, is unequivocally 
pronounced by democratic leaders and the 
state press as the most gigantic and shame- 
ful land steal ever attempted by act of 
legislation. It covered practically all the 
untaken government land in the west, of 
which a vast domain aimed at, lay within 
the bounds of Wyoming, authorizing the 
several states to mortgage and sell such 
tracts to raise funds, ostensibly for fur- 
thering irrigation. In reality it was but 
a scheme to pass over all the remaining 
public lands to huge corporations of cat- 
tlemen for a mere song, even the paltry 
sums received therefor being returned 
again immediately to irrigate these do- 
mains. The practical effects of the bill 
in Wyoming would be to crowd out the 
present’ actual settlers from the 
cattle range which includes the larger 

et of the whole state. The corporations 
ehind the steal are largely eastern and 
English syndicates, 
Their Doom Was Sealed. 


The cattle invasion movement was but a 
more direct and pointed attack of these 
ruthless rascals upon the unorganized cit- 
izenry of Wyoming. The small cattle men, 
the small farmers, the men who had become 
the actual residents of the country and were 
working for its integral development, were 
to be crowded to the wall, and not only 


plundered of their herds and properties, but | 


actually exterminated. ‘They were in the 
road of the big concerns and their doom 
was settled upon. It came in the way of 
republican legislation. 

‘Two years ago the state established a 
live stock commission. It was the work of 
a republican house and senate, and was 
endorsed by a republican governor. This 
was backed with stringent laws, all favora- 
ble to the big ecattlemen. The animus of 
both laws and commission purported to be 
against the class of cattlemen called “rust- 
lers.”” The true rustler, you understand, 
is a cattle thief—one who rustles a big herd 
out of nothing by branding such *‘*Maver- 
icks,”” or unbranded critters, as he finds, or 
by changing the old brand to his own. 
times such thieves do become a source of 
great annoyance to the proprietor of large 
herds running loose, but the charge of rust- 
ling preferred against the smaller ranchers 
of Wyoming at this time was _ largely 
groundless, and, as proved, but a device for 
their total ruin. Such provisions obtained 
as this: Agents of the commission were 
placed at the principal shipping points and 
‘stock markets; these inspected all cat‘le re- 
ceived, and wherever stock was detected 
not branded by certain marks registered 
with the state—no matter how long or ex- 
tensively the owner may have used it on 
his private range—the stock was sold and 
the proceeds turned over to the commission; 
if the owner sought to recover his money 
from the commission he was treated as 
though already found guilty of theft, and the 
whole burden of proof as to his innocence 
and clear title to his own stock rested upon 
him; if he could satisfy the commission on 

these points he got his money; otherwise, 
not. The great injustice of this is readily 
apparent. Many men ran small herds on 
their own lands with private brands and they 
operated entirely independent of the great 
range-running herds. ‘To give over the su- 
pervision of their private affairs to inimica- 
ble censors seeking their ruin was prepos- 
terous. 

The Worst Came. 


Even the worst came.” The fraud of both 
laws and the commission readily appeared. 
Not content with underhanded measures 
and slow victory, the gang of cattle auto- 
crats began a course of anarchy, violence 
@nd murder probably unparalleled jn late 
Ameri@an history. 

The proscriptions of Marius and Sulla were 
enacted anew in the border life of Wyoming. 
Such men as the cattle kings wanted rid- 
rance of were put on a black list and an 
organized mob of bandits actually began to 
butcher them. One hundred citizens, mostly 
sinall ranchers, were placed on this, some of 
the sheep men sympathizing with them 
being included and before a halt was called 
two of the listed men were actually mur- 
dered, their herds were appropriated and 
their houses burned. Their neighbors held 
these outraged stockmen as honest cvtizens, 
but the commission called them rustlers. 

Of course this condition of affairs could 
not go on, since Wyoming had obtained 
statehood, the moving forces of the state 
muSt make for civilization. It did make 
for civilization, as the subsquent elections 
proved when the democrats with a new 
enlistment called populists carried the day 
Bgainst corporations and — republicanism— 
bouse, senate, gevernor and congressmen. 

It is hardly necessary to recall the close 
indentity between democracy and che so- 
caueda third party in Wyoming, as in oiher 
Rocky mountain states. Practically m 
makeup, privciples and action they are one. 
Many influential democrats were willing 
enough to be called populists, :birl perly 
men or what not, so 6long” as 
democratic principles were fought for, and 
the back of the republican hyena could be 
broken. The essence and not the name 

was the thing sought for. And although 
the state gave a Weaver and Fiehi electoral 
ballot, it was as thoroughly a democratic 

victory as thé “70,000” of Georgia. It 
was the democratic leaders who headed 
th movement; it was the democratic voters 
who augmented the slough off from repub- 
licanism by marshaling recruits to the pop- 
ulist hanner; and the local blessings ac- 
cruing to the people of Wyoming are as 
thoroughly democratic as the shades of 
Jefferson. 
Free Silver Democracy. 

It should be borne in mind that all the 
third party doctrines of subtreasnryism, 
the governmental ownership of railroads, 
and such demands, obtain not a thought 
among the populists west of Kansas. The 
realm of will-o’-the-wisp polities, begin-

and third parties are linked in indissoluble 

nds—if democracy stands by her pledges 
on finance. Extreme western populists are 
but stanch freesitver democrats. That 
Mr. Cleveland lost the endorsement of 
Wyoming, as Mr. Harrison did that of 
Colorado, to General Weaver, was simply 
berause of the pronounced antagonism of 
both candidates to silver. And no future 
democratic platform or nominee, aimed to 
receive the. endorsement and support of 
these western democrats, will accomplish 
its mission while the question of free sil- 
ver is handled with mincing words or equiv- 
ocal action. 

General John (Charles Thompson, of 
Cheyenne, reorganized.as, perhaps, the 
strongest democratic leader of the state, 
makes the following observations for ‘The 
Constitution, setting forth the western in- 
terpretation of recent affairs and present 
conditions: 

‘The tidal wave which made Mr. Cleve- 
lan dthe nominee ot the democratic party 
and rolled up such a popular vote and elec- 
toral majority for him as president—from 
f Western standposint—is interpreted to 
mean that there is a strongly settled de- 
termination among the masses in the United 
States to rebuke and east down machine 
politics. Again, the sentiment here, nota- 
bly among democrats and populists, and also 
very appreciably among the republicans, 
was to emphasize the absolute necessity 
for tariff reform and reduction, to have 
the burdens lifted from the consumption of 
those things whieh enter into the daily 
use of the producing classes of the nation. 
In other words, it was an endorsement 
of Mr. Cleveland’s bold, broad and patri- 
otie message to congress on tariff in SSS, 
which is truly said to have been the cause 
of his defeat four years ago. -The states- 
manship of his tariff policy, while it did 
not reach the intellect and conscience of 
the nation then, entered into the body po- 
litie as a leaven, and beeame specific medi- 
cine before "92. Even the republicans of 
Wyoming now admit that the party under 
the lead of McKinley had carried protection 
to the ultimate of inSanity. 

“Yet, there is no sentiment in the west 
in favor of free trade, or even such a radi- 
cal annihilation of the tariff policy of the 
government as to destroy or damage le- 
gitimate industries. Further, while great 
fear was felt that Mr. Cleveland was com- 
mitted to gold, to monometallism, yet his 
honest, able and sturdy character and 
torough devotion to republican ideas of 
government, convinced all that, as the chief 
executive of the nation, he would yield his 
personal convictions on finance to the will 
of the American people, expressed. at the 
polls, and carried out in congress by their 
representatives. In other words, they be- 
lieved, and still confide in the opinion, that 
he will not veto a tree silver bill, unless 
there are vital and valid constitutional 
objections to it. 

The Populist Future. 


“Upon the relations of the democratic 
and third parties of the west in future 
campaigns, General ‘Thompson puts the case 
curuy: 

‘he future of the populists in the west 
will be entirely dependent on two things: 
Whether the democrats now in charge of 
the government rescue it from the commer- 
cial uses to which it has been prostituted 
and, as well, upon the nature of Mr. 
Cleveland’s admuunistrative policy on the 
silver question. ‘he meat upon which the 
populists feed is the pervading fear that 
the democrats as Well as the republicans, 
are in the hands and under the control of 
eastern mopopolists and the money power. 
Proper tarfff reform and reduction would 
remove the first, and Mr. Cleveland’s as- 
sent to a free silver coinage act would &lim- 
inate the other. 

‘Unless, within the lease of power they 
now hold, the democrats meet the wishes 
of the poor and suffering producing masses 
of the American people, their usefulness 
will be destroyed, and the very existence 
of the organization, as a potential political 
factor, will be jeopardized. Another organ- 
ization, founded on the same correct prin- 
ciples of democracy, and with bolder, sin- 
ecerer devotion to their execution, will, in 
the event of such lamentable recreance to 
duty, entirely suppiant, if it does not whol- 
ly destroy, the democratic party, as the 
republican party has recently been sup- 
planted by it. The populists will have 
time to eliminate ail communistic — falla- 
cies and get down to the bedrock of dem- 
ocratic principles. And this will come 
about naturally and swiftly, should de- 
mocracy fail in its certain duty. It is 
to be hoped that our party will hew to the 
line—retaining the western populist en- 
dorsement and co-operation as an integral 


part of self.” : 

The weight of this epinion will be ap- 
preciated when it is recalled that General 
Thompson only missed the election as sena- 
tor from Wyoming in the recent lockout 
by one voe. The general had not been a 
candidate for the office until the last week 
of the legislature, after repeated failures 
to elect Messrs. A. New, Beckwith 
and other strong contestants; but in a 
few days he received the support of twen- 
ty-four of the twenty-five members neces- 
sary for a choice. Of this number, twenty 
were democrats and four populists, having 
but one democrat who thwarted an election. 
It is an open secret in the democratic 
camp of Wyoming that General Thompson 
only failed of an election as senator be- 
cause of his refusal to pledge certain o{h- 
ces to the outholding democrat. It is said 
that had the word been given, his election 
would have been precipitated at a moment's 
notice. 

General Thompson is a Kentucky colo- 
nel of the good old stamp. and was a gallant 
confederate soldier. He was identified with 
the early settlement of this western re- 
gion, and is regarded as a Nestor of polit- 
ical lore in Colorado and other neighboring 
states as well. He is agreed to be the 
choice for democratic senator among the 
great majority of the people, and the party 
wil! not forget his integrity when under 
pressure ‘Che senator appointed, Mr. 
Beckwith. is a good democrat, but being 
a large cattle owner, there is a feeling 
prevalent that the monopolies finally en- 
joyed the fruits of a pe he victory.

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By Dr. Talmage in His Sermon Yes- 
terday Morning, 


ADISCOURSE STRONG AND ELOQUENT 


In Which the Events of the Days of Old 
andthe Lessons They Taught 
Form the Bubject. 


Brookly, N. Y., August 6.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Dr. Talmage has chosen as the topic 
for today, a panorama of reminiscences 
appropriate to the season, the ‘ext selected 
being Psalm xxxix, 3: “While I was mus- 
jog the fire burned.” 

Here is David, the psalmist, with the 
forctinger of his right hand against his tem- 
ple, the door shut against the world, en- 
gaged in contemplation, And it would be 
well for us to take the same posture often, 
closing the door against the world, while 
we sit down in sweet solitude to contem- 
plate. 

Jn a small island off the coast I once 
passed a Sabbath in delightful solitude, for 
1 had resolyed that 1 would have one day 
of entire quiet before I entered upon au- 
tumnal work. I thought to have spent the 
day in laying out plans for Christian work; 
but instead of that it became a day of ten- 
der reminiscence. I reviewed my pastorate; 
] shook hands with an old departed friend, 
whom I shall greet again when the curtains 
of life are lifted. The days of my boyhood 
eame back, and I was ten years of age, 
ari Il was eight, and | was tive. There 
was but one house on the island, and yet 
from Sabbath daybreak, when the bird- 
chant woke me, until the evening melted 
into the bay, from shore to shore, there 
were ten thousand memories, and the 
groves were ahum with voices that had 
long ago ceased. 

Youth is apt too much to spend all its 
time in looking forward. Old age is apt 
too much to spend all its time in looking 
backward. People in mid-life and on the 
apex look both ways. It would be well 
for us, I think, however, to spend more 
time in our reminiscence. By the consti- 
tution of our nature we spend most of the 
time looking forward. And the vast ma- 
jority of people live not so much in the 
present as in the future. I find that you 
mean to make a reputation, you mean to 
establish yourself, and the advantages 
that you expect to achieve absorb a great 
deal of your time. But I see no harm in 
this, if it does not make you discontented 
with the present, or disqualify you for ex- 
isting duties. é 

It is a useful thing sometimes to look 
back. and to see the dangers we have es- 
caped, and to see the sorrows we have 
suffered, and the trials and wanderings of 
our earthly pilgrimage, and to sum up our 
enjoyments. 1 mean today, so far as God 
may help me, to stir up your memory of the 
past, so that in the review you may be en- 
couraged and humbled and urged to pray.

It was covered up with 
two inches of stucco until our American 
and European artists went there, and after 
long toil removed the covering and retraced 
the fresco. And I am aware ae the er

We are not surprised that By- 
ron’s heart was a concentration of sin, 
when we hear his mother was abandoned, 
and that she made sport of his infirmity, 
and often called him “the lame brat.” He 
who has vicious parents has to fight every 
inch of his way if he would maintain his 
integrity, and at last reach the home of 


e good in heaven. 
gg Bl your early home was in the 
city. It may have been in the days when 
Canal street, New York, was far up- 
town. The old house in the city may 
have been demolished or changed into 
stores, and it seems like sacrilege to 
you—for there was more meaning 1D that 
plain house, in that small house, than 
there is a granite mansion of a turret- 
ed cathedral. Looking back this morn- 
ing,.and see it as though it were yester- 
day—the sitting room, where the loved 
ones sat by the plain lamplight, the mother 
at the evening stand, the brothers and 
sisters. perhaps long _ ago gathered into 
the skies, then plotting mischief on the 
floor or under the table; your father with 
a firm voice commanding _ silence, that 

sted a minute. 
er those were good days! If you 
had your foot hurt, your mother always 
had a soothing salve to heal it. 1f you 
were wronged in the street, your father 
was always ready to protect you. The 
vear was one round of frolic and mirth, 
Your greatest trouble was an April shower, 
more sunshine than shower. The heart 
had not been ransacked by troubles, nor 
had sickness broken it, and no 'amb had a 
warmer sheepfold than the home in which 
your childhood nestled. 

Perhaps you were brought up in the 
country. “ae stand now today ip memory 
under the old tree. You elubbed it for fruit 
that was not quite ripe, because you could 
not wait any longer. You hear the rumbling 
along over the pebbles. You step again 
into the furrow where your father in_his 
shirtsleeves shouted to the lazy oxen. You 
frighten the swallows from the rafters of 
the barn, and take just one egg, and si- 
lence your conscience by saying they will 
not miss it. You take a drink again out 
of the very bucket that the old well fetched 
up. You go for the cows at night, and 
find them wagging their heads through the 
bars. Ofttimes in the dusty and busy streets 
you wish you were home again on that cool 
grass, or in the hall of the farmhouse, 
through which there was the breath of 
new-mown thay or the blossom of buck- 
wheat. 

You may have in your windows now 
beautiful plants and flowers brought from 
across the seas, but not one of them stirs 
in your soul so much charm and memory 
as the old ivy and the yellow sunflower that 
stood sentinel along the garden walk, and 
the forget-me-nots playing hide-and-seek mid 
the long grass. The fxther who used to 
come in sunburnt from the fields, and sit 
down on the door-sill and wipe the sweat 
from his brow, may have gone to his ever- 
lasting rest.

Have you thanked God for it? Have 
you rehearsed all these blessed reminis- 
cences? Oh. thank God for a Christian 

ather; thank God for a Christian mother: 
thank God for an early Christian altar at 
which yon were taught to kneel; thank 
God for an early Christian home. 

I bring to mind anuwer passage jn 
the history of your life. The day came 
When you set up your own household. The 
days passed along in quiet blessedness. 

‘on twain gat at the table morning and 
hight, and talked over your plans for the 
future. The most insignificant affairs in 
your life became tbe subject of mutual 
consultation and advisement. You were 
80 happy you felt you could never be any 
happier. One day a dark cloud hovered 
over your dwelling, and it got darker and 
darker; but out of that cloud the shining 
messenger of God descended to incarnate 
Two little feet started 
journey, aud you were to

gem 
you to polish it; eternal ages of 
darkness watched the starting 
out of a newly-created being. 

ou rejoiced and you trembled at the 

responsibility that in your possession an 
immortal treasure was placed. You 
prayed and rejoiced, and wept and won- 
dered, and prayed and rejoiced, and 
wept and wondered; you were earnest 
in supplication that you might lead it 
through - life into the kingdom of God. 
There was a tremor in your earnestness. 
There was a double interest about that 
home. There was an additional inter- 
est why you should stay there and be 
faithful, and when in a few months your 
house was filled with the music of the 
child’s laughter, you were struck through 
with the fact that you had a stupendous 
mission. 

Have you kept that vow? Have you 
neglected any of these duties? Is your 
home as much to you as it used to be? 
Have those anticipations been gratified? 
God help you today in your solemn 
reminiscence, and let his mercy fall upon 
your soul if your kindness has been ill 
requited. God have mercy on the parent, 
on the wrinkles of whose face is written 
the story of a child’s sin. God have mercy 
on the mother who, in addition to her 
other pangs, has the pang of a child’s 
iniquity. Oh, there are many, many sad 
sounds in this sad world, but the sadest 
sound that is ever heard is the breaking 
of a mother’s heart. Are there any here 
who remember that in that home they were 
unfaithful? Are there those who wandered 
off from that early home, and left the 
mother to die with a broken heart? Qh, I 
stir that reminiscence today. 

I find another point in your life history. 
You found one day you were in the wrong 
road; you could not sleep at night; there 
was just one word that seemed to sob 
thrugh your banking house, or through 
your office, or your shop, or your bedroom, 
and that word was “eternity.””

Start today as you started then. I rouse 
your soul by that reminiscence. 

ut I must not spend any more of my 
time in going over the advantages of your 
life. I just put them all in one great 
sheaf, and I bind them up in your memory 
with one loud harvest song, such as reap- 
ers sing. Praise the Lord, ye blood-bought 
mortals on earth! Praise the Lord ye 
crowned spirits of heaven! 

But some of you have not always had 
a smooth life. Others had their troubles 
years ago, you are a mere wreck of what 
you once were. I must gather up the 
sorrows of your past life; but how shall 
I do it? You say that is impossible, as 
you have had so many troubles and ad- 
versities. Then I will just take two, the 
first trouble and the last trouble. As 
|} when you are walking along the street 
and there has been music jn the distance, 
you unconsciously find yourself keep- 

ing step to the music, so when you start- 
ed life your very life was a musical time- 

beat. The air was full of joy and hilari- 
ty; with the bright clear oar you made 
the boat skip; you went on, and life grew 

brighter, until, after awhile, suddenly a 

voice from the heaven said, “Halt!” and 
you halted; you grew pale; you confronted 
your first sorrow. You had no idea that the 
flush on your child’s cheek was an unhealthy 
flush. You said it cannot be anything seri- 
ous. Death in slippered feet walked round 
about the cradle. You did not 
hear the tread; but after awhile 
the truth flashed on you, 

You walked the floor. Oh, if you could, 
with your stout, strong hand, have wrench- 
ed the child from the destroyer. You went 
to your room, and you said: ‘God, save my 
child! God, save my child!” The world 
seemed going out in darkness. You said: 
“I cannot bear it, I cannot bear it.” You 
felt as if you could not put the lashes 
over the bright eyes, never to see them 
again sparkle. Oh, if you could have taken 
that little one in your arms, and with it 
leaped into the grave, how gladly you 
would have done it! Oh, if you could let 
your property go, your houses go, your 
land and your storehouse go, how gladly 
you would have allowed them to depart if 
you could only have kept that one treas- 
ure! 

But one day there arose from the heav- 
ens a chill blast that swept over the bed- 
room, and instantly all the light went out, 
and there was darkness—thick, murky, 
impenetrable, shuddering darkness. But 
(vod did not leave you there. Mercy spoke. 
As you were about to put that cup to your 
lips, God said: “Let it pass,” and forthwith 
as by the hand of angels, another cup was 
put into your hands: it was the cup of 
God’s consolation. And @s you have some- 
times lifted the head of a wounded soldier, 
and poured wine into his lips, so God puts 
his left arm under your head, and with his 
right hand he pours into your lips -the 
wine of his comfort and his consolation, 
and you looked at the empty cradle, and 
looked at your broken hearf, and you look- 
ed at the Lord’s chastisement, and you 
said: “Even so. Father, for so it seemeth 
good in Thy sight.”’ 

Ah, it is tn. first trouble. How did you 
get over it?.God comforted you. You have 
been a better man ever since. You have 
been a better woman ever since. In the 
jar of the closing gate of the sepuchre you 
heard the clanging of the opening gate 
of heaven, and you felt an _ irresistable 
drawing heavenward. You have been purer 
and holier of heart ever since that night 
wlgn the little one for the last time put its 
arms around your neck and said: “Good 
night, papa; good night, mamma. Meet me 
in heaven.” 

But I must come on down to your later 
sorrow. What was it? Perhaps it was 
sickness. The child’s tread on the stair 
or the tick of the watch on the stand dis- 
turb you. Through the long weary days 
you counted the figures in the carpet or the 
flowers in the wallpaper. Oh, the weariness 
and exhaustion! Oh, the burning pangs! 
Would God it were morning, would God 
it were night, were your frequent ery. But 
you are better, perhaps even well. Have 
you thanked God that today you can come 
out in the fresh air; that you are in this 
place to hear God’s name, and to sing 
God’s praise, and to implore God’s help, 
and to ask God's forgiveness?, Bless the 
Lord, who healeth all our diseases, and 
redeameth our lives from destruction. 

Perhaps your last sorrow was a finan- 
cial embarrassment. I congratulate some 
of you on your lucrative profession or oc- 
cupation, on ornate apparel, on @ com- 
modious residence—everything you put 
your hand to seems to turn to gold. But 
there are others of you who are like the 
‘T hich Paul sailed where two sess 
ship on whic cee 
met, and you are broken by the violence 
of the waves. By an unadvised indorse- 
ment, or by a conjunction of unforeseen 
events, or by fire or storm, or a senseless 

panic, you have been flung headlong, and 
where you once dispensed great charities, 
now you have hard work to make the two

your days of prosperity, and that through 
your trials some of you have made invest- 
ments which will continue after the last 
bank of this world has exploded, and the 
silver and gold are molten in fires of a burn- 
ing world?

Or there was your companion in “life, 
sharer of your joys and sorrows, taken, 
leaving the heart an old ruin, where the 
ill winds blow over a wide wilderness of 
desolation, the sands of the desert driving 
across the place which once bloomed like 
the Barden of God. And Abraham mourns 
for Sarah at the cave of Machpelah. Go- 
ing along your path in life, suddenly, right 
before you was an open graye. 

People looked down, and they saw it 
was only a few feet deep and a few feet 
wide, but to you it was a chasm down 
which went all your hopes and all your ex- 
pectations. 

But cheer up in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Comforter. He is not 
going to forsake you. Did the Lord take 
that child out of your arms? Why he is 
Fring to shelter it better than you could. 

le is going to array it in a white robe, 
and give it a palm branch and have it ali 
ready to greet you at your coming home. 
Blessed the broken heart that Jesus heals. 
Blessed the importunate cry that Jesus 
compassionates. Blessed the weeping eye 
from which the soft hand of Jesus wipes 
away the tear. 

Some years ago I was sailing down the 

St. John river, which is the Rhine and 
the Hudson commingled in one scene of 
beauty and grandeur, and while I was on 
the deck of the steamer a gentleman point- 
ed out to me the places of interest, and 
he said, “All this is interval land, and it 
is the richest land in all the provinces of 
New. Brunswick and Nova Scotia.” 
_ “What,” said I, “do you mean by in- 
terval land?” “Well,” he said, “this land 
is submerged for a part of the year; spring 
freshets come down, and all these plains 
are overflowed with the water, and the 
water leaves a rich deposit, and when the 
waters are gone the harvest springs up, 
and there is the grandest harvest that was 
ever reaped.” And I instantly thought: 
“It is not the heights of the church and it 
is not the heights of this world that are 
the scenes of the greatest prosperity, but 
the soul over which the floods of sorrow 
have gone, the soul over which the fresheis 
of tribulation have torn’ their way, that 
yields the greatest fruits of righteousness, 
and the largest harvest for time, and the 
richest harvest for eternity.” Bless God 
that your soul is interval land. 

But these reminiscences reach only to 
this morning. There is one more point 
of tremendous reminiscence, and that is 
the last hour of life, when we have to look 
over all our past existence. What a mo- 
ment that will be! I place Napoleon’s dying 
reminiscence on St. Helena beside Mrs. 
Judson’s dying reminiscence in the har- 
bor of St. Helena, the same island, twenty 
years after. Napoleon’s dying reminiscence 
was one of delirium—as he _ exclaimed: 
“Head of the army!’”’ Mrs. Judson’s dying 
reminiscence, as she came home from her 
missionary toil and her life of self-sacri- 
fice for God, dying in_the cabin of the 
ship in the harbor of St. Helena, was. 
“I always did love the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
And then, the historian says, she fell into 
a sound sleep for an hour, and woke amid 
the songs of angels. ~ 

I place the dying reminiscence of Augus- 
,tus Caesar against the dying remiinscence 
of the Apostle Paul. The dying reminis- 
éence of Augustus Caesar was, addressing 
his attendants: “Have I played my part 
well on the stage of life?’ and they an- 
swered in the affirmative, and he _ said: 
“Why, then, don’t you applaud me?’ The 
dying reminiscence of Paul, the apostle, 
was: “I have fought a good fight: I have 
finished my course; I have kept the faith; 
henceforth there-is laid up for me a crown 
of righteousness, which the Lord, the right- 
eous Judge, will give me in that day, and 
not to me only. but to all them that love 
His appearing.” Augustus Caesar died 
amid pomp and great surroundings. Paw 
uttered his dying reminiscencé looking up 
through the roof of a dungeon. God grant 
that our dying pillow may be the closing 
of a useful life, and the opening of a 
glorious eternity.
